He  was  transferred  to  the  U.  S.  Air  Force  in  1942 
and  assigned  to  the  European  theater  of  operations.  He  was  i 
wounded  in  Sicily  and  hospitalized  for  almost  a  year.  Upon 
his  release  from  the  hospital,  he  was  assigned  to  the  Office 
of  Air  Inspector,  U.  S.  Air  Force  Headquarters,  where  he  re- 
mained until  1948.  Because  of  his  prior  training  and  experi- 
ence, he  was  sent  to  the  U.  S.  Air  Force  Special  Staff  School, 
Craig  Air  Force  Base,  Selma,  Alabama,  where  he  remained 
until  his  assignment  to  Southwestern  in  1950.  i
